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Pentecost Dispensationally 


E. C. CLARK, Eprror 


INTRODUCTION 


HEN we speak of Pentecost, we 

refer to the fiftieth or last day 
of the “feast of weeks,” commonly called 
the “feast of Pentecost.” In these writ- 
ings we wish to deal with the primary 
and prophetical features of Pentecost as 
found in the old covenant, tracing them 
through into the new covenant in their 
dispensational purpose. 


Text: “And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, from 
the day that ye brought the sheaf of the 
wave offering; seven sabbaths shall be 
complete: Even unto the morrow after 
the seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days; and ye shall offer a new meat offer- 
ing unto the Lord.” 

THE FEAST OF FIRSTFRUITS 

The day of Pentecost was the fiftieth 
day after the offering up of the sheaf of 
the “wave offering” of the firstfruits. 
This “sheaf” was taken from the barley 
harvest, and was, according to tradition, 
offered or waved before the Lord on the 
16th of Nisan. “Until the waving of the 
sheaf, neither bread nor parched corn, 
nor green ears, nor grain in any form, 
might be eaten.” V. 14. It was called the 
sheaf of the ‘‘firstfruits” of the harvest. 
Prophetically it pointed to Christ, the 
“firstfruits” of them that slept, 1 Cor. 
15:20-23. 


Pentecost lasted but one day, but cele- 
brated on the fiftieth day after the wav- 
ing of the sheaf of the “firstfruits”, the 
exact time between the resurrection of 
Christ and the outpoured Spirit at Pente- 
cost. In that the harvest might not be 
eaten of until the waving of the sheaf 
of the firstfruits before the Lord, it is 
deeply significant of some uncleanness as 
pertaining to the harvest itself. “To be 
accepted for you” (v. 1) is clearly indi- 
cative of that fact. The harvest from 
which the “sheaf of the firstfruits” was 
taken, was typical of the human race 
lost in sin, but made acceptable through 
the atonement of Christ. 


As there was a “firstfruit,” next in 
order was the harvest itself. Though 
these feasts originated within, and pri- 
marily belonged to Israel, as will be seen 
from the light of truth contained in 
them, the Gentiles were included even in 
these types. The atonement was made for 
both Jew and Gentile, Eph. 2:13-18. The 
harvest made acceptable by the offering 
of Christ “the firstfruits” consisted of 
the entire fallen race of mankind. 


Since Pentecost depends upon the 


other feasts which precede it, we have re- 
ferred to the feast of the “firstfruits” 
first. The Passover feast constituted the 
basic foundation of revealed truth, upon 
which all other blessings rest. The feasts 
of unleavened bread, and that of the 
“firstfruits” is but a continuation of the 
results of the Passover feast. 


PREPARATION FOR PENTECOST 


At the beginning of the wheat harvest 
reservation was made of a field, from 
which the ears of wheat were to be cut. 
These were reaped on the evening of the 
forty-ninth day from the 15th of Nisan, 
by three delegates appointed by the San- 
hedrin. The sheaf to be reaped was 
marked by a delegation from the Sanhe- 
drin “by tying in bundles, while _ still 
standing;” and was brought unto the 
court of the temple, where it was 
threshed, winnowed and ground, after 
which it was leavened and formed into 
the two “wave boaves”. The waving of 
these two loaves before the Lord on the 
tiftieth day, was a token that, like as the 
barley harvest was sanctified for the use 
of the peop!e, even so was the wheat har- 
vest now acceptable. 

The offering of the firstfruits, also 
that of the two wave loaves, is in thanks- 
giving and grateful acknowledgment to 
the Lord of the harvest for the increase 
given. A prima-facie facsimile of Pente- 
cost was also in manifestation, when th: 
one hundred twenty all “continued with 
one accord in prayer and supplication in 
the upper room and in the temple, prais- 
ing and blessing God”. Acts 1:14; Luke 
24:53. 

After the national offering of the 
firstfruits of the harvest had been made, 
private offerings from that day and sub- 
sequent days were continued to be made 
until the end of the year. These were 
brought from the twenty-four districts 
into which Palestine was divided. Since 
Christ our Great High Priest has entered 
the holiest of all, having offered Him- 
se'f as an offering for sin, every believer 
continues to bring his Pentecostal offer- 
mg of the harvest unto God in praise and 
thanksgiving, in grateful acknowledg- 
ment unto God for the blessings of the 
outpoured Spirit upon the harvest of 
mankind. 

To afford some gospel truth for your 
edification, again we quote from the con- 
text: “Ye shall bring out of your habita- 
tion two wave loaves of two tenth deals; 
they shall be of fine flour; they shall be 
baken with leaven; they are the first- 
fruits unto the Lord.” The “firstfruits” 
here mentioned was that of the wheat

harvest. The greater portion of the crop 
had been reaped and housed at this time. 
There was to be an offering made before 
the Lord, consisting of such bread as was 
used in ordinary or everyday life. When 
we come to God through the Holy Spir- 
it, as pictured in this Pentecostal feast, 
we come to Him as we are. God through 
the spirit of His living Word is a dis 
cerner of the “thoughts and intents of 
the heart”. If leaven of sin is present God 
knows it. 


Each of the two wave loaves contained 
about an homer of fine flour, equal to 
about five pints; these weighed about 
five pounds. Five is generally understood 
to be the number of grace; if so, here is a 
thread which prefigures grace in action 
through the Spirit of Pentecost, which is 
the way and manner God has wrought 
since Pentecost. “Baken with leaven” 
gives us a hint at a truth most of us do 
not like to confess. Leaven was always, 
both in the Old and New Testaments, 
used to represent evil or sin, There was 
no leaven offered with the offering of 
the “firstfruits”, which was typical of 
Christ; because He was without sin. 
However, when it turns to those who of- 
fer themselves unto God through the 
Spirit of Pentecost, there is sin among 
them; this may be cleansed by confes- 
sion and repentance; but God’s types run 
true to the antitypes te which they 
point. The work of Pentecost was, as 
mentioned above, a work of grace. Eph. 
2:8. 


INDIVIDUAL PREPARATION 


The wheat of the harvest from which 
these two wave loaves were made, was 
(1) threshed. By this we may profess to 
see something of pungent conviction and 
confession for sins committed, (2) Ic 
was winnowed, in an effort to rid the 
wheat of all chaff and impurities. May 
we not in the act of winnowing see a 
separation by sanctification, by which 
the wheat is separated from the chaff, 
or the ungodly and sinner, and all per- 
sonal sins. 2 Cor. 7:1. (3) It was 
ground. By this process it was made into 
one hemogeneous body; it was afterward 
kneaded together. By this method we 
should see something of the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost in operation. The grind- 
ing may properly foreshadow the humil- 
iation and surrender of our individual 
rights, that God may make us one body 
in Christ before receiving the Holy 
Ghost. There should remain no individ- 
ualism among Spirit-filled believers. 
“Grinding” was designed to eliminate it. 
“For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, and made to drink into 
one Spirit.” 1 Cor. 12:13, “That there 
should be no schism in the body; but 
that the members should have the same

Text: Matt. 16:26, 27, “For what is a 
man profited, if he shall gain the wholv 
world, and lose his own soul? or what 
shall a man give in exchange for his 
soul? For the Son of man shall come in 
the glory of his Father with his angels; 
and then he shall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works.” 

Our text makes us to realize that we 
will be rewarded in future life according 
to our works, or our life here in this life. 

Rev. 22:12. “And, behold, I come 
quickly; and my reward is with me, to 
give every man according as his work 
shall be.” 

From these two scriptures alone, while 
there are others we could cite, we find 
the Bible teaches us that our reward after 
death will be according to our life here 
on earth. There are only two places re- 
corded in the scripture as eternal destiny 
of the soul; namely, heaven and hell. Let 
us look for a few minutes at the Bible 
teachings of hell. There is a hell! Psalms 
9:17, “The wicked shall be turned into 
hell, and all the nations that forget God.” 
This passage of scripture makes us to 
know the reward of the wicked and those 
who forget God will be hell. 

Matt. 5:22. “But I say unto you, That 
whosoever is angry with his brother with- 
out a cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment: and whosoever shall say to his 
brother, Raca, shall be in danger of the 
council: but whosoever shall say, Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of hell fire.” This 
passage of scripture helps us to realize the 
reward that awaits those who trangress 


the law of God. 


Mart. 5:29. “And if thy right hand 
offend thee, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee that one 
of thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast into 
hell.”

fire.” This passage of scripture we under- 
stand to teach us that we should be care- 
ful not to offend, realizing that we would 
be rewarded in the next world according 
to our life here. The scripture says, “But 
woe to that man by whom the offence 
cometh.” I take it that woe means mis- 
ery, misery “to that man by whom the 
offence cometh.” Truly I believe it will 
be misery to be cast into everlasting fire. 
So if thy hand, thy foot or thy eye, or 
in other words, if thy life is not bridled 
and kept from offending, we can only 
expect to be cast into everlasting fire. 
Therefore, I believe we should bridle our 
whole body, walk circumspectly before 
God and honestly before all men, keeping 
the commandments of Jesus Christ, and 
being obedient unto the Word of God, 
realizing that we must all stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ, there to be 
judged according to the deeds done in this 
body. 
Let Us Look Further into the Scripture 
2 Peter 2:4-6. “For if God spared not 
the angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment; And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing in the 
flood upon the world of tm ungodly; 
and turning the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah into ashes condemned therm 
with an overthrow, making them an en- 
sample unto those that after should live 
ungodly.” From this passage of scripture 
we are made to know that God spared not 
the angels, nor the old world, nor the 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, making 
them an ensample to us. Brother, if they 
could not escape the wrath of God in 4 
day when they did not have the Bible 
and the p!ain teachings of the scripture 
to go by, and to lead, guide and direct 
them, how can we escape the wrath of 
God in this day of enlightenment, when 
there is a Bible in practically every hotel 
and the Word of God is preached every- 
where. If we do not know how to get 
saved, we will have to admit that it is 
because we have neglected to get ac- 
quainted with our Maker and His Word. 
Acts 17:30, 31, “And the times of this 
ignorance God winked at; but now com- 
mandeth a'l men every where to repent; 
Because he hath appointed a day, in the 
which he will judge the world in right- 
eousness by that man whom he hath or- 
dained; whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.”” When we rise to the day 
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that God has appointed, an appointment 
that we will be unable to miss, there we 
will be judged according to the merits of 
cur life. 

Let us look at the rich man found in 
Luke 16:19-31. This rich man died and 
was buried, and the Bible says in hell he 
lifted up his eyes, being in torment. It is 
evident that he could see in hell, and be- 
ing in torment he could also feel in hell, 
and he saw Lazarus in Abraham’s bosom 
and cried out and said, ‘Father Abra- 
ham, send Lazarus that he might dip his 
finger in water and cool my tongue.” He 
had learned in this life that water would 
put out fire. He said, “I am tormented 
in this flame.” Now, from this scripture 
we see that the rich man had all five of 
his senses: namely, he could see, feel, talk, 
hear, remember, I have sometimes thought 
that if a man cou!d forget in hell the op- 
portunities that he had in this life to get 
right with God, hell would not be such 
a torment, but to realize that he is there 
simply because he rejected the Christ of 
the Bible, the Son of God who gave His 
life that we might have eternal life, will 
mean added misery to those who go to 
this place of torment. From the rich man 
in hell we learn that a man goes into hell 
immediately at death, because this man 
prayed that Lazarus might be raised from 
the dead and sent to warn his five breth- 
ren, so it is evident that the judgments 
had not set as yet, and people were still 
living on the earth. 

Hell, then; is a place of torment be- 
tween death and the judgment. 

I believe hell can be represented this 
way: A man is arrested by the sheriff and 
placed in the county jail, and there he 
awaits the day of trial. During the time 
that he is waiting to come before the 
tribunal of this land, he remains in jail. 
After he is found guilty, he is sentenced 
to the prison, and so it is that the soul 
goes immediately into hell, then after the 
white throne judgment goes into the lake 
of fire. 

We read in Rev. 20:14, “And death 
and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death.” Can we get a 
vision of a lake burning with fire and 
brimstone, the eternal abode of the im- 
mortal soul of the man who is lost, eter- 
nity’s dark night, howling demons, the 
shrieks and cries of the damned, eternal- 
ly lost, eternal despair, hopeless, there to 
remain as long as there is a God? This 
is the reward of the ungodly. 

Our theme is “After Death.” We have 
looked at one side, now let us look at 
the other. 

John 3:16..“For God so loved the 
world, that. he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” Not only did Jesus come into this

“But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret and thy Father which seeth in se- 
cret shall reward thee openly.” Matt. 6:6. 


The Lord Jesus commanded all men to 
pray. Prayer is the soul’s native breath 
and is the most natural thing in the 
time of human need. Infidels and athe- 
ists who, by powerful, intellectual force 
will crowd their souls down in time of 
peace and prosperity, in the day of ad- 
versity, or in the hour of some great ca- 
lamity will cry out, “O God.”

When- 
ever the soul gets the chance to break 
the shackles of intellectualism or fear, un- 
der which it is held, it will cry out to 
God in prayer. The prayer life of Jesus 
Christ is the great example for the pray- 
ing Ch-istian, The gospel stories give us a 
picture of Christ’s private and _ public 
praying. Prayer is an instrument that un- 
folds unto man the beauties and hidden 
mysteries of God. Archimedes once said, 
“Give me a /ever and a place on which to 
stand and I will move the world.” He. 
through this resolution and determina- 
tion, did in time turn the world mathe- 
matical-minded. Prayer is a spiritual 
lever that in time past turned the world 
‘unside down, and if the people of God 
today would be more _prayer-minded, 
great mountains and valleys would be 
moved. 


We should pray for kings, for rulers, 
for presidents, governors, mayors, and ail 
who are in positions of power. ‘The 
powers that be are ordained of God.” 
This does not mean that individua's who 
may be wicked or who may have come to 
these positions by accident of choice are 
ordained of God, but that government 
itself is so ordained, and in praying for 
those who are in power we do not pray 
particularly for the person but for the 
office and the administration of justice 
and righteousness through office. Tindal, 
who prayed for Henry VII, was a spiri- 
tual giant and was full of the righteous- 
ness of God. Henry VII was a cruel ty- 
rant held in the grip of the devil, who is 
the father of all wrong. This licentious 
king, full of wickedness, went down into 
defeat but it was the duty of Tindal to 
pray for him. John Knox, the great Pres- 
byterian of Scotland, and probably the 
greatest preacher that Scot'and ever pro- 
duced, prayed for his country and there- 
by a spiritual revolution swept that libe-- 
ty loving country like a fire. When Eng- 
land was seething in the grip of a revo- 
lution that bathed the verdant hills of 


France in blood, John Wesley came on 
the scene, prayed the prayer of faith and 
God moved the dark and cloudy day 
from the horizon of England. Sanctifica- 
tion gave England the greatest blessing 
spiritually, morally and economically that 
she has ever had. The world will always 
recognize the life of Wesley as the man 
who prayed and gave hope to the lives of 
millions. It was by the prayers of Whit- 
field that twenty thousand people at 
Bristol, England, were swayed as a hurri- 
cane sways the trees. It is said that Whit- 
field prayed for days before he delivered 
this great spiritua! discourse. In the cold 
Arctic winds of Valley Forge, Georze 
Washington prayed for the success of his 
army that was tattered and torn. No 
doubt the Throne of Grace heard these 
prayers and that the American Nationa 
today is reaping benefits from them. 
We are to pray for ministers of the 
gospel as Spurgeon’s deacons under his 
platform prayed for him as he preached, 
as Moody was prayed for by the poor in- 
valid woman, as Peter was prayed for by 
Jesus, and as Paul was prayed for by 
Steven, Praying people produce powerful 
preaching. It has been reported that Vas- 
co Da Gama prayed all night before he 
sailed around the world. The persecuted 
Puritans, a great God fearing people, on 
their arrival in the new world, knelt on 
the wild New England shore and prayed. 
As a resu't of this prayer and continuous 
heart communication to God we have 
built on this western hemisphere the 
greatest civilization in all the world. 
Sunshine has spread her golden wing:

FURTHER REPORTS FROM THE 
SPANISH MAIN 
By J. H. INGRAM 


In my last report I told you of my 
arrival in Barranquilla, Columbia, South 
America, From there I took a steamboat 
up the Magdalena river to the town of 
Calamar, about one hundred miles dis- 
tant, then the boat left the river and fol- 
lowed the “Canal Del Dique’’ across to 
the city of Cartagena on the Caribbean 
seacoast, another hundred miles further. 
The Magdalena is one of the largest rivers 
in South America and is navigable for 
some 700 miles and since there are no 
railroads or highways, the boats are doing 
a rushing business. The busy world 
scenes might readily suggest “boom” 
steam-boat-days on the Ohio or Missis- 
sippi in the days gone by. The Magda- 
lena river forms a sort of delta near its 
mouth, forming into branches. The 
“Canal Del Dique” (of the dyke) is one 
of these forks dredged out to the sea. 


The boat I had my ticket for sprang 
a leak and was condemned by the gov- 
ernment a few hours before time to sail, 
so another one was obliged to take not 
only her own cargo load and passengers 
but that of the condemned boat. Two 
iarge, covered, cargo barges were put to 
the front in order to provide space for the 
extra passengers and freight and we set 
sail after some delay. It was a hard pull 
against the swift current pushing the two 
heavy barges, and going down the canal 
to the sea it was so swift and crooked we 
rammed into the bank many times and 
shook things up considerably. It got 
crosswise the stream once and jammed 
into a turn bridge at one place and ex- 
perienced great difficulty in getting frec 
again. One of the barges rammed a hole 
in the steel hull of the boat, but fortu- 
nately for us it was above the water linc. 

The trip took from 8:00 o’clock p. m. 
Tuesday until noon Thursday to reach 
Cartagena, and took us through some 
wild, undeveloped country with tropical 
jungles pushing right out into the water 
on either side. I strained my eyes looking 
when steaming near the shore in hope I 
might see a tiger tearing through the 
bushes, or a monkey, or boa constrictor 
(large snake) hanging from the tree 
branches, or perhaps a large crocodile 
swimming in the river, but I got disap- 
pointed as all wild life seemed to be in 
hiding. The trip was very interesting, 
especially the native scenes. As we pulled 
in to the shore at the little villages which 
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formed the outposts of civilization, one 
could see the dire need for mission work 
in this country. Columbia undoubtedly 
is one of the neediest fields in all of South 
America, and the door of opportunity 
seems to be opening to us there as later 
reports will show. 
In Cartagena 

The city of Cartagena for its history 
is in all probability the most alluring town 
of Latin America. It was founded on the 
20th of January, 1533, by the Spanish 
conquistador, Don Pedro de Heredia. Ly- 
ing on the shores of the Caribbean Sea, 
Cartagena suffered countless attacks at 
the hands of the pirates who infested the 
Spanish main. Many strong forts were 
built to afford protection against the en- 
emy. San Felipe de Barajas, built on a 
hill overlooking the city, in the 16th 
century, at a cost of eleven million dol- 
lars (pesos), was the most important for- 
tification of the New World at that 
time. Then in the 17th century Philip If 
had a stone wall built about the city at 
a cost of fifty-nine million pesos. These 
walls remain practically intact today and 
1ange in thickness from around two feet 
to one hundred fifty feet, and in places 
about forty feet high. The walls were 
formerly lined with cannons pointing in 
every direction. Many old rusty guns 
may still be seen. Above and between the 
two main entrances or gates to the city, 
arises a high clock tower and_ the old 
timepiece is still marking off time, _ its 
face lit up by modern e’ectric lights. 

Here one may realize at a glance the 
grandeur and might of Spain in the 16th 
and 17th centuries, at the time when 
“the sun did not set on the dominion of 
the Spanish Kings” and when the temer- 
ity and dauntlessness of the conquista 
dores had no limits. Thinking in terms of 
Scripture, “the conquest is on in the 
world,” the great battle for right against 
wrong is waged, and God is calling for 
men and women who will dare to press 
the battle to the front line trenches. Dcar 
reader, would you not like to be a “con- 
auistador” for Jesus, and go forwa:d to 
possess the land in the name of our God? 

This part of South America was for- 
merly known as the Kingdom of New 
Granada and I was just thinking of 
brave Don Sancho Jimeno who with five 
veteran soldiers and fifty-eight recruits 
defended Cartagena for three days in 
1697 against the attack of the French 
with a force of 10,000 men and twenty- 
two big war vesse’s, and when the enc- 
my finally fought their way in Don San- 
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cho stood up and shouted to the Baron of 
Pointis, “Neither do I surrender, nor do 
I claim quarter; those who have done so 
are cowards; but I still have a few val- 
iants whe will defend their pests with 
honor” (a geod example for u> Christian 
suldiers to follow). Heazing this, the 
French Raro+ took off his own sword 
and pres:ncea it to the Spanish hero as 
at homage: u his bravery. 

The fast great attack on Cartagena in 
the Co'onial Age was the one made by 
the Eng!sh Admiral, Sir Edward Vernon 
in 1741. Vernon who had failed to take 
the city a year before, had the backing of 
England who was struggling with Spain 
for the supremacy of the seas, so they 
came with an army of 27,000 men znd 
about 190 warships, the greatest fight- 
ing force ever to reach the shores of the 
Caribbean, and they were so sure of tak- 
ing the city that they had already coined 
medals, which showed on the front side 
Don Blas De Leso, kneeling down before 
Vernon surrendering his sword, and the 
inscription “The Spanish pride pulled 
down by Admiral Vernon,” ard on the 
reverse side the inscription “Who took 
Portobelo with six ships only.” 

But alas, Lon Sebastian de Eslava, 
then viceroy of the new kingdom of 
Granada, learned the aims of Admiral 
Vernon and organized the defences of 
Cartagena. Don Sebastian had among his 
comrades in arms famous warriors such 
as the commander of the city, the re- 
nounced Don B'as de Leso, who had al- 
ready lost his left leg fighting at Malaga 
against the Englishmen and the Dutch, 
was left one-eyed at the defence of the 
fortress Santa Catalina at Toulon and 
who, in Barcelona, had his right arm torn 
off by a bullet, yet according to history 
this much mutilated man was worth more 
in battle than ten generals. 

On came the British, a mighty force 
of trained warriors. First one, then the 
other, of the mighty forts were taken by 
the enemy, until at last Don Blas and 
his defenders were compelled to take shel- 
ter within the walled section of the city, 
which remained impregnable. So after an 
epidemic of diseases had greatly reduced 
their number, to say nothing of those 
lost in battle, the English gave up the at- 
tack and sailed off, leaving the shores 
strewn about with 10,000 corpses. There 
was great joy all over the new kingdom 
of Granada and in Spain when hearing 
the news, the king rewarded the de- 
fenders with promotions, especially the 
viceroy Eslava and the brave Don Blas 
Leso. Cartagena today has around 100,- 
000 inhabitants. Would you not like to 
come over and help take the city for Je- 
sus and the Church of God? A Hercu'ean 
task, but God is able to send the light 
and separate the awful spiritual darkness 
which prevails there today, and we'll get 
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our promotions by and by when God calls 
us to our rewards, if faithful to His 
cause while here below. 

ON TO BARBADOES 

I heard of an opening in Barbadoes, 
one of the British islands off the coast 
of Venezuela and British Guiana, so 
with no word granting entrance to Vene- 
zuela, I set sail for Barbadoes on the S. S. 
Simon Bolivar of the Royal Netherlands 
Steamship Line. It took seven days to 
make the trip calling at the ports of Cu- 
racao in the Dutch West Indies, and 
Puerto Cabello and La Guarra in Vene- 
zuela, and Port of Spain, Trinidad. We 
stopped over several hours in Willenstad 
Curacao. This is a very beautiful place 
and very prosperous. Being so near the 
rich oil fields of Venezuela, Curacao has 
some of the largest oil refineries in the 
world. The city with its narrow streets 
and quaint 17th century Dutch gabled 
houses, built mostly of masonry, with 
red-tiled roofs, and with the vari-colored 
walls, present a very picturesque appear- 
ance. The official language is Dutch, but 
the papiamentoe dialect prevails, some be- 
ing a mixture of Dutch, Spanish, Eng- 
lish, French, Portuguese and Indian. 

Curacao was discovered by the Span- 
ish navigator, Alonzo de Ojeda, on July 
26, 1499, and was under Spain for a long 
time. Like Cartagena, it is a very historic 
place. In 1634 the Dutch landed in Cura- 
cao and founded a Dutch settlement, de- 
ported the Spanish governor and about 
400 of his followers to Venezuela. They 
later fought with the French and Eng- 
lish to hold possession of the islands. In 
1643 Peter Styvesant was appointed gov- 
ernor of Curacao. In 1644 Peter Styve- 
sant sent troops to the West India colony 
of New Netherlands (with its capital 
New Amsterdam, the present city of 
New York, U. S.) which was menaced 
by Indians, and the colony was saved. 
The same year Mr. Styvesant was injured 
in an engagement and had to have a leg 
amputated, which, according to tradition, 
is buried in Monte Berde cemetery in 
Curacao, In 1646 on July 28 Peter Sty- 
vesant was appointed governor of New 
Netherlands (New York) Curacao, Bon 
Aire, and Aruba Dutch West Indies. In 
1783 a French reportriating expedition- 
ary force of about 10,000 men who had 
fought under the command of LaFayette 
against the English for the independence 
of the U. S.. arrived in Curacao. 

In Venezuela I learned that the doors 
had been closed to all members of the 
clergy, including Roman Catholics, ex- 
cepting those who have special permits 
from the president of the republic, and 
they would not let me land in Puerto 
Cabello, but I managed to get ashore in 
La Guaira, amd went to the American 
consul who told me he thought it was 
useless to go, but directed me to the 
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“Prefectura” (office of the Prefect) 
where I got an audience with the “Pre- 
fecto” (Prefect) who told me to come 
in on my way back and he would give 
me a permit to visit the capital (Cara- 
cas), where I hope to meet the minister 
of foreign relations, perhaps the president, 
on my return; also I am booked for a 
missionary council in Caracao, D. V. 

Venezuela is a federal republic com- 
posed of twenty-odd states and territor- 
ies, and is known as Estados Unidas de 
Venezuela (United States of Venezuela). 
I found they had had an outpouring ot 
the Spirit about the time I was shown the 
field in a dream or vision some years ago, 
and the work spread over into Colombia. 
While at La Guaira I received an air mail 
ietter calling me back there. The door is 
opening wider in Colombia and God 
scems to be holding the door open a little 
season for us in Venezuela. So every one 
pray, please, especially for Barbadoes. I 
came here like I went to these other 
countries, a stranger in a. strange land, 
knew no one, and the boatman who 
rowed me to land, directed me to the very 
place I was needed. By nightfall I was 
lodged in a nice home and preaching to a 
nice crowd at church. I am staying in 
the home of Rev. J. H. Marshall, over- 
seer of a group of Pentecostal churches, 
fifteen in number, with around one 
thousand members and the work is 
spreading like ‘“‘wild fire,” as the saying 
used to go. Seventy-eight were baptized 
in water at one time a few weeks ago. A 
great stir is on. I preached only four 
nights when they called a meeting of the 
general presbytery and the board unani- 
mously passed a resolution expressing a 
desire to unite with the Church of God, 
and so we are going forward with plans 
to take over the work, perhaps six other 
churches, so please pray for us and give 
of your means as God has prespered you, 
and see the mighty work of God move on 
in every land, 





REPORT OF WORK IN SOUTH 
LOUISIANA 

The meeting at Sharps tabernacle 
closed July 21st with the Lord’s Supper 
and feet washing with both churches, 
Shepherd’s Fold and Sharps Tabernacle, 
co-operating. The building was packed 
with many on the outside. The meeting 
lasted three weeks and nineteen received 
the Holy Ghost. Brother H. B. Magee did 
the preaching. He did some good preach- 
ing. Many of those who received the 
blessing were backsliders but some had 
never had the Holy Ghost.

world and give his life that we might 
live, but John 14:3 says, “And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also.”
